AFRAID TO DISTURB
ZEMSTVO CONGRESS

(By Associated Press.)
MOSCOW, June C.In spite o£ the offi¬

cial prohibition, a Russian Zemstvo Con¬
gress assembled here to-day, but the del¬
egates met in privato houses. About '¿SO
delegates from various Zemstvos nnd mu¬

nicipalities, Including the mayors of 25
of the larger cities, arrived in Moscow
yesterday to attend tho congress. It is

proposed to introduce resolutions call¬
ing for the Immediato cessation of hos¬
tilities. The order prohibiting the meet¬
ing, arrived at Moscow only late last
night, and aroused tho Rreatest Indigna*
tion and resentment.
Seventy-two members of tho Moscow

'Municipal Council have signed the fol¬
lowing declaration:

"Our heurts are aching. Neither
reason, equity no·· sonso of respon¬
sibility to tho national conscience can

admit that, this most disastrous and
bloody war of history, the causes of
which arc incomprehensible to this
tortured country, should continue
without tlie consent of the Russian
people; The hour has arrived for tho
people to decide between war nnd a

peace honorable to Russia and for*
Russia and for Russia to proceed tn
the reconstruction of tho national
edifice."

LONDON. June T..Under t*te of Mos¬
cow. .Tune (¡. 'the Daily Telegraph's cor¬
respondent says:
"On tho ground that forcible dispersal

of the Zemstvo Congress would bo ex¬
tremely serious, the Governor-General
has declared that he would assume tho
responsibility of permitting the meeting.''
